form virtually all his parental 
duties."

Binge drinking 

But only her inner circle knows she 
underwent secret detox before she 
announced her White House campaign. 

“She ducked out of the public eye for 
several weeks and did her rehab stint 
behind closed doors at home to avoid any 
publicity,” the friend says. 

Tragically, her sobriety hasn’t lasted. 

“Despite Chelsea’s support, Hillary 
crumbled again under the pressure of her 
life. She fell off the wagon and has been 




binge drinking,” says the source. “Her 
health is in crisis.”

to Lewthwaite. Her fern spies 
call her “The Holy Mother of 
War.” 

The daughter of a former 
British Army officer, she 
converted to Islam as a 
heartbroken teen. She sought 
refuge with a Muslim family in 
Britain following her parents’ 
divorce. After her Jamaican- 
born first hubby Germaine 
Lindsay, 30, died while carrying 
out the suicide-bomb attack 
that killed 52 in a London 
subway in July 2005, she cleverly 
threw lawmen off her trail. 


Pretending to be outraged 
by his terrorism, she told 
cops her hubby’s attack was 
“abhorrent,” adding, “how 
these people could have turned 
him and poisoned his mind is 
dreadful.” 

Then, she hightailed it out 
of England, surfacing a year 
later in South Africa where she 
supposedly worked as a com- 
puter technician. 

But in 2011, investigators 
found papers with her picture 
that identified her as “Natalie 
Faye Webb,” a bombmaker in 
an Al-Shabaab death factory. 


Soon, Lewthwaite had risen 
to the highest levels of the 
twisted group and was spear- 
heading bloody atrocities. 

“She does not carry out 
attacks herself as she is too 
important - but is responsible 
for many deaths - hundreds,” 
notes a Somali intelligence 
official. “She uses children to 
kill for her.” 

The heartless hussy recruits 
boys as young as 15, buying 
them from their starving fami- 
lies for $500 a head. 

She brainwashes them, 
pumps them full of heroin and 


sends them to their deaths as 
suicide bombers. 

The White Widow barely 
escaped a U.S. drone attack on 
March 15 and now “poses as a 
nomadic woman” and “travels 
undercover with camels and 
goats, which makes her hard to 
track,” a Western intelligence 
analyst says.

Sophia is also still 
grieving for her 
husband, movie 
producer Carlo 
Ponti, who died 
in 2007 at age 
94, says the 


source. Their stormy 40-year marriage 
reduced two sons. Carlo Jr. and Edoardo, 
but the boys live far away in Hollywood. 
And Sophia still "misses Carlo desperate- 
ly," the source says. 

Another insider notes Sophia seems to 
have given up on her looks. "In the past, 
she's had nips and tucks, but her arrhyth- 
mic heart condition makes her cautious 
about going under the knife again," explains 
the insider. 

"Who'd have thought Sophia Loren would 
spend her last sad days a lonely, old 
lady?"

T V’S ultraviolent outlaw biker 
drama Sons of Anarchy is being 
blamed for the wild Texas blood- 
bath that left nine motorcycle 
gang members dead and at least 
18 wounded! 

The gritty FX show glorified a lethal 
biker gang that was constantly getting 
into deadly turf wars and fatal fights over 
rights to ply the illegal drug trade - but 
the characters still played out as heroes. 

And when a real-life pow-wow 
between five notorious biker “clubs” to 
settle boundary disputes erupted into 
all-out war, the shocking explosion of 
violence could have been ripped from 
the pages of a TV script. But, sadly, the 
death and destruction was all too real. 

'Not misunderstooil boys’ 

“Incredibly, vicious outlaw biker 
gangs are being glamorized on TV!” one 
media insider tells GLOBE. “Viewers of 
The Sons of Anarchy fantasize that they, 
too, could lead lives outside the law. 

“But many of these gang members are 
nothing but ruthless criminals on bikes, 
who kill and deal drugs. They are not 
misunderstood boys. 

“They are real threats to society. And the 
result of Hollywood giving outlaw bikers 
the glamour treatment is this tragic blood- 
bath in Texas!” 

“Sons,” starring Charlie Hunnam and

Katey Sagal, debuted in 2008. Last year 10.6 
million viewers watched the first episode of 
the seventh and final season. 

“Its fans are fanatical,” a source says. 
“They grieve over the deaths of beloved 
characters.” 

Now real-life families are grieving after 
the May 17 shoot-out. 

Initially, the rival Bandidos and Cossacks 
decided to huddle. But then the Scimitars, 
Los Pirados and the Veterans got involved 
in the sit-down at a popular Waco eatery. 

Hundreds of bikers converged on the Twin 


Peaks restaurant and local cops, who’d been 
tipped that an all-out war was brewing, kept 
a nervous eye on the potential powder keg. 

As church-going families ate and drank 
alongside gnarled, tattooed bikers, a vicious 
fight broke out in the bathroom and soon 
spilled into the bar, then out to the parking 
lot. 

The brawl began with fists, clubs, chains 
and knives - but quickly escalated into a 
running gun battle between heavily-armed 
hoodlums. After police were shot at, they 
returned the fire “wounding and possibly 
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9 KILLED. 


killing several,” said Waco 
Police Department’s Sgt. Patrick 
Swanton. “There were dead 
everywhere, blood everywhere. In 
34 years, this is the most violent 
crime scene I’ve ever been in,” 

Meanwhile, peace-loving pa- 
trons and their innocent children 
cowered in the restaurant as hun- 
dreds of gang members rampaged. 

When the blood-red dust settled, 
bodies were strewn in the park- 
ing lot where cars were riddled 
with bullet holes. Nearly 200 bru- 
tal thugs were jailed and charged 
with engaging in organized crime 
in connection to a capital murder 
and held on $1 million bail. 

While motorcycle gangs have 
been around since World War 
II, the public has allowed itself to 
see biker gang members as being 
modern-day Robin Hoods, thanks

to the likes of “Sons,” say experts. 

Jay Dobyns, a retired special 
agent with the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives 
went undercover to investigate the 
notorious Hell’s Angels. 

“These guys may not be book 
smart, but they have their Ph.Ds 
in violence and intimidation,” he 
says. “It’s all about colors (patch- 
covered vests), and where you’re 
at and do you have permission to 
be there. It’s a nasty, dirty, vomit- 
covered existence.” 

Adds one Internet poster, “I 
didn’t realize how accurate ‘Sons’ 
was, thought it was just some over 
the top orgasm of blood, gore and 
violence. Turns out the Biker Gang 
^ mafia **** is as real life as 
it gets.”

N early three decades 
after blowing away 
one husband with 
a shotgun, cold and 
calculating Colleen Harris 
did it again! 

But THIS time she didn’t 
beat the rap. The jury ruled 
her tale about killing cheating 
hubby Bob Harris in January 
2013 while in “a gray fog” of 
amnesia was total bull. She 
was convicted of first-degree 
murder. 

Blackout 

Cruel Colleen was stunned 
by the verdict. Back in 1986 
she used the SAME defense 
to convince a Placerville, 
Calif., jury that she killed 
then-hubby James Batten 
during a memory-robbing 
blackout and got away. 

But Colleen “has selective 
amnesia,” prosecutor Joe 
Alexander told the jury. “She 
picks and chooses what she 
is going to remember. She 
entered the bedroom with a 
12-gauge shotgun as Bob lay 
sleeping” and she “pulled the 
trigger.” 

The 73-year-old granny and 
third hubby Bob, 72, a retired

She cut down ANOTHER 
spouse 30 years earlier 


Forest Service Supervisor, 
had a very rocky marriage. 
In 2004, they divorced only 
to tie the knot again the next 
year. They separated again 
in 2012 after Bob, a globe- 
trotting conservationist, hook- 
ed up with a 34-year-old 
teacher while working on a 
project in Mongolia. 

In January 2013, Harris, 
who lived in Lake Tahoe, was 
staying with Colleen to help 


her recover 
from hip sur- 
gery when 
she texted his 
daughter. 

“As I sit 
here, wondering who I am 
married to,” she wrote, “Your 
dad just called his Mongolia 
love about 10 minutes ago.” 

Shortly after sending the 
message, she killed Bob. But 
she claimed to have no mem- 


ory of the incident. After the 
shooting, Colleen drove to 
San Francisco to stash Bob’s 
cell phone, handgun and coin 
collection in her son’s garage. 
When she got back, she called 
David Weiner, the attorney 
who’d won her acquittal in 
the death of her previous hus- 
band. He finally notified the 
authorities that Harris was 
dead. Colleen told cops she 
didn’t hear a shot and turned 
on the bedroom 
light because she 
thought Harris 
“had a nose 
bleed.” In fact.

Things got so bad that at one point, Jackie’s 
own mom, Janet Auchincloss, begged her 
daughter to ease up on the boy. But President 
John F. Kennedy’s widow wouldn’t listen - and 
was determined to shape her son for greatness. 

“She clearly couldn’t help herself,” says the 
friend. “She wanted control over every aspect 
of his life. She had a vision of who her son was 
going to be and a script for his life, which she 
demanded he follow to the letter. 

“She made John so crazy, he was going to a 
psychiatrist at age 6 and was a nervous wreck. 
The psychiatrist also told her to ease up, but she 
ignored him, too.” 

It made John’s life a horror. When he was in 
elementary school, other kids made fun of him 
for being a mama’s boy because Jackie always 
seemed to be hovering around him. 

Withering criticism 

But he gradually bristled over her control 
“by doing dangerous, even life-threatening 
things,” said his half-uncle Auchincloss. 

He raced his bicycle around 
New York City streets 
and was prone to injuring 
himself on a regular basis. 

As a teenager, he climbed 
the steepest rock faces, went 
down raging rivers and 
learned to fly a paraglider, 
which nearly killed him. 

Then, when he began 
dating, Jackie tried to take 
control of his love life, turning 
a blind eye to his serial skirt-chasing but 
letting her son know who was acceptable 
and who was not. 

John went out with a bevy of beautiful 
actresses, including Molly Ringwald, 

Cindy Crawford, Sarah Jessica Parker 
and Daryl Hannah. 

Naturally, none won “Mummy’s” 
approval and she did her best to drive 
them off with withering criticism, cutting 
insults and an icy cold shoulder. 

John’s 1995 hookup with Material Girl 
Madonna particularly enraged his mother, 
who forbid him to see the risque singer. 

Author Christopher Andersen writes 
Jackie branded Madonna “a crass social 
climber, a tramp,” who was “still married” 
to actor Sean Penn! So it’s no surprise 
John and Madonna parted company.

And while dating Splash actress Daryl 
Hannah, Jackie’s only son complained to a 
friend, “I know my mother isn’t excited about 
actresses, but she will have to accept that I am 28 
years old and should be allowed to make my own 
decisions.” 

But the family friend says, “She didn’t care if 
John was 28 or 58, she still wanted to control his 
life and keep nasty ‘show girls’ away from him.” 

John’s girlfriend Christina Haag, who lasted 
from 1985 until 1990, was around enough to 
witness the hunk’s bizarre relationship with his 
mother. 

In her book. Come to the Edge, she notes how 
Jackie and John adored each other’s company. 

“They had a really special bond, and she was 
delighted when he would tell stories at the dinner 
table at Martha’s Vineyard,” Haag writes. “He 
made her laugh.” 

And she recalls a harrowing open-sea kayak 
expedition. After their boat was swamped by a 
massive wave, danger-junkie John’s cool slipped 
when they finally reached shore. 

He then revealed the one thing that truly 
frightened him was his mother! 

“John, who was never afraid, paced the beach 
muttering, ‘Don’t tell Mummy, don’t tell Mummy,” 
she says in her book. 

Acting not an option 

In all things, John was desperate to please 
Jackie, who often said, “If you bungle raising 
your children, then nothing else matters in life.” 

After he’d starred in A Comedy of Errors and 
One Flew Over the Cuckoo’s Nest at Phillips 
Exeter Academy, his elite boarding school in New 
Hampshire, John was bitten by the showbiz bug. 
He wanted to make it a career. But Jackie made it 
clear that acting would NOT be an option. 

So after graduating from Brown University 
in Rhode Island, he enrolled as a law student at 
New York University. The legal system wasn’t 
his passion, but he knew his mother would be 
thrilled he went down that path. He tried his hand 
at lawyering - but didn’t really blossom until after 
her death from cancer in May 1994. 

After her passing, he finally married Carolyn 
Bessette, a former Calvin Klein publicist, who 
had the cool sophistication of his mother. But that 
love story would have a tragic end, too. 

John and his beautiful bride were murdered in 
a plane crash made to look like an accident on 
July 16, 1999. But Jackie remained John’s guiding 
light up until the day he died.

Sleep apnea can 
be treated with a 
CPAP machine 
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• Use a continuous positive 
airway pressure (CPAP) ma- 
chine. With the device, a face 
or nose mask is fitted to the pa- 
tient and attached to a machine 
that increases air pressure in 


the throat to prevent it from 
narrowing or collapsing. 

Surgery is another option but 
it’s only 65 percent successful.

“While going through her 
effects, he found his birth cer- 
tificate,” says the source, who 
is helping Dieter piece together 
his past. “The document named 
Ingrid as his real mother and 
his father was listed ‘unknown.’ 

“But attached to the certifi- 
cate was a handwritten note 
revealing his real dad was 


actually Elvis Presley! 

“Dieter was stunned by the 
discovery. Everyone had lied 
to him his whole life! Now he 
understood the strong resem- 
blance to Elvis that everyone 
talked about. 

“He told me, ‘I am Elvis Pres- 
ley’s son! What do I do now?’ ” 

For the moment. Dieter, who 
is a successful businessman in 
Frankfurt, is still absorbing the 
impact of his paternity. 


The saga began soon after 
Elvis arrived in Germany in 
October 1958. He was assigned 
to the 3rd Armored Division 
in Friedberg and was given 
driving duties for Company C. 

Says the source, “It’s well 
known that Elvis was allowed 
to live off-base, at first in ho- 
tels and eventually in a rented 
house in Bad Nauheim.

to him. One of them was a 
beautiful teenager, Ingrid, who 
was just 16. She and Elvis hit it 
off. She ended up pregnant just 
months later.” 

Hatched a plan 

Ingrid’s parents were horri- 
fied, but an abortion was out of 
the question. So they hatched a 
plan to claim the child as their 
own and avoid any scandal. 

“They sent Ingrid to another 


city where she gave birth. Then 
her parents sneaked the infant 
back into their home claiming 
he was actually their baby,” the 
source says. 

With Ingrid in hiding await- 
ing the early winter birth, Elvis 
met his future bride, Priscilla 
Beaulieu, 14, in September 1959. 
Elvis’ well-publicized romance 
with Priscilla left Ingrid no 
choice but to keep up her par- 
ents’ charade. “The boy grew 



up in the same household as his 
real mother - and he believed 
she was his big sister!” the 
source says. 

“Ingrid completed her educa- 
tion, went to college and became 
a teacher, all the while keeping 
her huge secret. She eventually 
married and had more kids but 
died of a heart attack in 2010.”
